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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Wolk et al, U.S. 
Patent Number 6,114,088. 

Wolk discloses a transfer element comprising a carrier (supporting member), which is disposed a 
transferable (peelable) light-emitting layer as per instant claim 4 (see Figures ID and 3B and 
column 13, lines 3 1-40). Additionally, the Wolk reference discloses a receptor substrate 
comprising a base substrate having an electrode formed thereon as per instant claim 6 (see 
column 17, lines 41-65). Also, the reference discloses an adhesive (bonding property-improving 
substance) may be provided on either the outermost surface of the transferable light-emitting 
layer of the transfer element or on the outermost surface of the receptor layer as per instant 
claims 4 and 6 (see column 17, lines 52-55 and Figure 3B. Figure 3 A of the reference discloses 
a transfer layer that incorporates electron and hole transport layers wherein the transfer layer 
comprises an adhesive layer that can either be in the electron and hole transport layers as per 
instant claims 5 and 7-10. The Wolk reference meets all the limitations of the instant claims.
